It appears to show a plurality of cylinders that are supported by bearer rings 
on the cylinder journals. 

U.S. patent No. 2,036,835 is discussed in the specification of the subject U.S. 
patent application, as filed. No discussion of this English language document is 
required. 

DE 202 13 169 is assigned to the assignee of the subject U.S. patent 
application. It corresponds to pending U.S. patent application No. 10/398,506.
